Mr. Goodwin's Remarks. 

Mr. Goodwin, of Fulton, made a strong 
speech in favor of the measure. He ably ad-

“Ido not know what the fate of this bill 
will be. I express my entire approval of the 
good that will be done for the soldiers in giv- 
1 comfort and shelter iu a home like 

This movement had its origin in one who 
was not simply an Atlantian, but one who be- 
longed tothe whole state. He started the 
movement and received voluntary contri- 
butions from all parts of the state. 
The building having been erected by the 
voluntary contributions of the people of the 
State, was not that enough for them to do? Is 
it fair to ask any more of these people? Its 
acceptance is a duty and a responsibility rest- 
ing on the entire people of the state. 

The home must be maintained by the state 
only so long as, in the discretion of the legis- 
lature, the number of inmates warrant its 
being kept up. As time passes the number of 
these old soldiers will rapidly decrease. The 
people of Georgia have at any time. the right 
to close its doors, 

The policy of paying pensions to old sol- 
diers has been fully recognized. Under this 
bill a man who goes to this home receives a 
pension. Ifa hundred soldiers are admitted 
to that home who are drawing pensions, the 
pension roll will be diminished by $10,000. 
There is that much of the appropriation of 
$15,000. 

“There are many applicants now ready to 
enter the home. I do not think it fair to ssy 
to the people who have gotton up this fund 
that they ought to get up money enough to 
maintain it. Then will arise men in this state 
who will see to it that if the generel as- 
sembly do not accept this home 
they will get up money, and maintain it them- 
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DISOWNED! 
selves. I believe they will do it, and that this 
is the intention of the people, if the state does 
not do it. 

J had the fortune last year of seeing a 
federal soldier’s home at Leavenworth, Kan. 
Of course the people of Georgia could not do 
as handsomely as the federal government for 
their survivors. Butthe acceptance of this 
home would be small indeed to what has been 
done on the other side. Let us do what we 
can. Let us accept this home already built by 
private subscription. 

I don’t think it should be viewed as aspec- 
ulation. But you all know that the accept- 
ance of it will be a sound business trade. If 
sold now, men who have paid for it would get 
three or four dollars for every dollar they put 
into it.“

Mr. Humphries, of Brooks, spoke against 
the measure.

“T don’t believe a single argument will 
change any member’s mind in regard to the 
bill. No state has provided a pension for 
widows of soldiers except Georgia. If that is 
true, why should those who oppose this bill be 
charged with stinginess? We have provided 
well and have shown our full gratitude to the 
soldiers who fought for us. 

„All soldiers in Georgia, if disabled, can do 
business in the state without paying any 
license. This privilege is granted to no other 
class in Georgia. This shows that the people 
of Georgia love their old soldiers. 

„We remember not only the living soldiers, 
but we feel an interest in the families of those 
who perished upon the battlefield. For want 
of money we have not been able to put one 
cent in the pockets of these widows and 
orphans. We need money now for that pur- 

It would be a splendid act to establish 
an institution for every worthy ex-confederate 
soldier. But they want too much shelter. 
They want a superintendent to 
deal out rations and say how much meal shall 
goin their hoe-cake. We don’t want that. 
We want to establish little shelters all over 
the state. We want to give them the pensions 
and let them maintain their own shelters.” 

Mr. Chappell, of Laurens, here offered an 
amendment to his proposed substitute, which 
was read for information. 

Mr. Humphries then continued: The pen- 
sion act intended that the families of the sol- 
diers should share their pensions with them. 
If put in this home the calamity would fall 
upon the family of such a soldier.

Mr. Cutts—The gentleman is mistaken in 


regard to the appropriation. It provides that 
only so much of the $15,000 shall be appropri- 
ated as is necessary to maintain the number of 
soldiers in the home. 

Mr. Hill—Mr. Chairman, I am not mis- 
taken. An appropriation will be asked from 
the legislature as large as this one every year, 
and perhaps a greater sum will be asked in 
years to come. There are very few of the 
members of this house who are confederate 
soldiers who favor the passage of the bill. 
I can never vote for this measure when in- 
ee exists in this state as it exists today. 

‘he widows of these soldiers have not been 

roperly cared for. Georgia has been derelict 
n her duty to these widows. The poorest 
people on the face of God's earth are these 
widows of Georgia’s soldiers. This legislature 
will never have done its duty until it provides 
for this, the poorest class of Georgia’s 
citizens. 

Mr. Fleming—I would like to ask the gen- 
tleman what is the ground of opposition be- 
tween the pension bill and this one, and does 
he know of any woman who would vote 
against this bill? 

Mr. Hill—Yes, sir, I do. We ought to be 
just before we are generous. We haven't done 
our duty by these widows. 

Mr. Fleming—Haven’t we voted all that we 
thought necessary to pension these widows? 
I don’t like to see this house charged with in- 
2 in this respect. There is no conflict 

etween this bill and the widow's pension bill 
and there is not a man in this house who will. 
not vote for the pension bill if this bill should 


pass. 

Mr. Hill—I don’t care, Mr. Speaker, what 
the gentleman says. If you will come here 
with a bill to appropriate this money to the 
old soldiers, that they may enjoy it at home, I 
will gladly vote forit. I have been told that 
the very first man who applied for admittance 
into the home was a man who fought in the 
federal army. ‘They cry that this is a 
good speculation; that the property cost 
$80 per acre and is now worth 
$500. We are not real estate spec 
ulators. Thisisnota fair argument to use 
before this legislature, If it is such a good in- 
vestment, why don't the city of Atlanta take 
it and get the million dollars? I am not in 
favor of voting the money ‘in this way; it 
should go directly to the soldiers. 

Mr. Fleming—Don’t the gentlemen know 
that under the constitution we cannot extend 
aid to these indigent soldiers who were not 
maimed in the war? 

Mr. Hill—If the constitution don’t provide 
for them amend it, and I will help you amend 
it, I say these soldiers should be allowed to 
stay at home and receive their pension, where 
they can share it with their loved ones. 

It Was the People’s Measnre. 

Mr. Huff, of Bibb, then took the floor. 

Mr. Howell, of Fulton, moved that as soon 
asthe gentleman from Bibb had finished that 
the committee report to the house, and ask 
that it be instructed to take a vote at once, so 
that the matter could be concluded then. 
This motion carried, and Mr. Huff proceeded: 

„J have made it a {point to have as little to 
say as possible on this floor. It were better 
that some questions never come before the 
Georgia legislature. Perhaps thisis one of 
them. 1 have no other motive than to serve 
the state and the 1 ae for whom this bill 
has been introduced. I want to accept the 
home so as to provide for these soldiers who 
cannot come under the pension laws. The 
whole purpose of the bill has been destroyed. 

Jam not an allianceman. I have no right 
tocriticise, and will not criticisé anything 
they have done. They came here to protect 
their rights, and I sympathize with them. 
If they kill the bill there will 
be no complaint from me, as II will believe 
they have acted conscientiously. Perhaps 
some of these members have received in- 
structions from their constituents. They may 
accept these or decline them. 

„J wish to discuss the question from a busi- 
ness as well as a sentimental standpoint. I 
have heard some things here which have 

iven me great pleasure, and some which 
fave given me great pain. n 

“T come into this tight with no prejudice. 
In the origin of all 2 there is a good or 
a bad originator. Who is the author of the 
confederate home bill? I ask the question for 
a purpose. It is A. T. Cutts, of Sumter, the 
man who stood in the mouth of a cannon and 
led Cutts’s artillery into the fight. There may 
be some soldiers who are notin favor of this 
bill, but who is the author of the bill? 

„It is a home. It was never designed asa 

rison. It was never designed as a hospital. 
ft was never designed as a poorhouse, 

Mr. Baldwin—Would the soldiers not be 
under restraint there? 

Mr. Huff—There is not a line in the bill 
which puts them under any rule or descipline. 
If there was any rule which kept them from 
going and coming when -they pleased, or Fut 
them under military rule, I would put my foot 
on the bill and crush it. I would not advo- 
cate a bill which carried with it any such pur- 
poses. Itis not the purpose of this bill to take 
soldiers from their wives and force them into 
the home. 

Mr. Baldwin—Do you know of any soldiers 
who would go there? 

Mr. Huff then read a list of counties and the 
needy confederate soldiers in them. 

“T have here a list of seventy-five names, 
said Mr. Huff, and eleven of them are in one 
portion of the state, Others are found in 
other sections. 

The proposition is that a piece of property 
which is worth two or three hundred thousand 
dollars is offered to the state—but that is not 
the question. They are not trying to sell 
you any Georgia real estate. They are trying 
to give you this property, and for a worthy

There seems to be an apprehension that 
when this home has been disposed of, some 
other public institution will spring up which 
will be still more expensive. This can be eas- 
ily avoided by amendment, and you can put 
there a safeguard which will provide that the 
money coming from the sale of the property 
must go into the state treasury.

My position is that these soldiers who are 
wandering about without families and needy 
of help should not be overlooked. We will 
stand by our proposition to help our widows.

The Closing Scenes. 


In accordance with Mr. Howell's motion, the 


committee of the whole then reported progress 
to the house, and asked that they be instructed 
to take a vote at once. Instructions were 
given to vote at once on the bill and pending 
amendments, and the house again resolved 
itself into a committee of the whole. 

Mr. Howell, of Fulton, then moved that 
the committee adopt the substitute which had 
been proposed by the gentleman from 
Laurens. In doing so he said: 

“Mr. Chairman, I desire to state that all of 
the friends of this measure have agreed on 
this substitute in order to leave no possible 
excuse to the opposition for further antag- 
onism tothe bill on the lines which have 
been taken, tothe utter astonishment of its 
advocates. 

This substitute, continued Mr. Howell, 
„provides for nothing more than a simple ac- 

ptance by the state of the tender of the 
home. The original bill is robbed of all its 
éonditions, and by this substitute the state 
simply accepts the home unencumbered, un- 
entangled and unconditional, for such use as 
it may deem best for the confederate veterans’ 
benefit, going so far as to provide that the 
State can dispose of the home in any 
way it deems best for the benefit of the vet- 
erans for whom it was built——"’ 

Mr. Humphreys, of Brooks, raised the point 
of order that no argument was in order, as the 
committee was acting under instructions to 
take a vote on the bill and pending amend- 
ment without further delay.

The vote upon this motion was 
taken, a division called, and the motion to re- 
port the bill adversely was agreed to by a 
vote of 94 to 62. The committee then re- 
ported the bill to the house adversely, the 
adverse report of the committee was agreed to, 
and the bill was thus lost.

‘ Question of Personal Privilege. 

Just after the reading of the journal Dr. 
Baldwin of Randolph, rose to a question of 
personal privilege, in regard to a statement 
made 8 

He said he did not mean to say that all the 
soldiers of Randolph, or all the members of 
the Randolph Veterans’ Association. came in 
at the tail end of the van, and were butter- 
milk soldiers. He alluded only to that por- 
tion of these members that met at Coleman 
at the reunion, and saw proper to take ad- 
vantage of the time and place to — severe 
resolutions on the alliance and Mrs. Lease, 
Jerry Simpson and General Weaver. These 
men were severely criticised in their own 
county paper. ; 

He said that there did not live on the earth 
braver, nobler, truer and self-sacrificing men 
than the old veteran members of the. Ran- 
dolph County Veterans’ Association, and he 
was proud to call them comrades, 

Some of these old veterans had participated 
in nearly all the battles of Virginia and East 
Tennessee, and that the allusion to the shirt- 
tail, buttermilk soldiers, that appeared in 
The Macon Telegraph, was said in a jooular 
manner to some friends in the hearing, he 
supposed, of some reporter of that paper, and 
he would not have made that remark had those 
resolutions sent to himself and Senator Hill 


eleventh. He didn’t know that the senator 
authorized their publication and did not think 
he did; but de did not deny saying what was 
published in The Macon Telegraph. 

He said that he naturally felt mortified that 
these resolutions should be published after 
they had been sent to him, and he had replied 
to them,and he defended his coursein opposing 
this bill by saying that he had learned that not 
one of the alliance members of this association 
had joined in passing these resolutions, and 
that he knew as a rule but few members of 
these associations were ever present and took 
part in passing resolutions of any kind.

“SHALL WE GO BEGGING FOR THEM?” 

Isn't it time for the committee that is soliciting 
funds in New York fora confederate veterans’ 
home to recall its appeals and close up its work? 

The poverty of our old veterans has been dragged 
through the north until it is a sorry tale too often 
told. Their wounds and their rags have been ex- 
posed, even as were those of Belisarius of old, and 
not to the credit due to their cheerful fortitude 
and tothe maniiness of our people. We have 
never had any heart in this scheme of establish- 
ing headquarters in New York, where the woes of 
our poor and brave heroes should be retailed, and 
a collection taken up for their benefit, and we 
have less now than ever. 

The appeal has been circulated for more than a 
month in New York, public meetings have been 
held, and great speeches made on both sides. II- 
lustrious union generals have written letters en- 
dorsing the charity. Committees have reported 
and have traversed the streets of NewYork and 
invested the offices of business men. A many- 
times millionaire, with an income of a half 
million a year, is chairman of the receiving com- 
mittee. And yet after all his beseeching, and all 
this parade, the millionaire chairman announces 
that only $1,500 has been paid into his hands. 

Come home, Major Joe Stuart! Disband your 
committee, withdraw your appeal, and let our old 
soldiers retire once more into the seclusion from 
which they had better never been drawn. Come 
home, major! The people of Georgia pay annu- 
ally over three million dollars as their share of the 
taxes from which the ‘soldiers of the union army 
are pensioned, and they do not complain. Out of 
their poverty this goesfrom free and willihg 
hands—and they have enough left to take care of 
their own veterans who are dependent and disa- 
bied.

GEORGIA'S SHAME GONE ABROAD. 


The Laughing Stock and Guy of a 
Nation. 


New Yorx, August 26.—{Special.)—The 
announcement that the Georgia honse of 
representatives had defeated the confeder- 
ate home bill creates tremendous excitement 
here. 

It is the talk of every circle, and nothing 
else is discussed tonight. 

Ex-confederates go along with bowed 
heads, and all southerners are loud in their 
expressions of indignation and astonishment. 
Georgians very generally decline to be inter- 
viewed, but they are unamamous in con- 
demning the action of their representatives. 

No southern event since the dgath of 
Henry W. Grady has caused such a sensa- 
tion as this totally unexpected action of 
Georgia’s lawmakers. 

The republicans and south-haters are 
jabilant. They say that they knew the 
southern talk about their love for the 
heroes of the lost cause was mere brag 
and gush, and that they are not surprised 
when the matter comes to a practical test 
to find Georgia refusing to endorse the 
Confederate Home in any shape. They 
say, mdreover, that the present state of 
southern sentiment shows that the south, 
and especially Georgia, will be ready to 
cast a heayy republican vote next year, 
Colonel Eliott Shepard’s Mail and Ex- 
press will be outspoken on this line, and 
does not disguise its exultation. 

Among New Yorkers the general feeling 
is one of regret. When Grady’s eloquent 
editorial recalled Major Stewart, it was 
believed that Georgia would lose no tims 
in providing a comfortable home for her vet- 
erans, and many people here desired to 
aid it. 

An ex-federal general said tonight: ‘I 
cannot understand the action of the Georgia 
legislature. It cannot represent the senti- 
Every northern state 
has provided a home for its old soMiers. 
Every civilized nation has done the same. 
It is considered ungrateful and almost bar- 
barous to neglect the brave men who fight 
a people’s battles. To refuse them a 
shelter, especially when it will cost the 
state nothing, is monstrous. If I were a 
confederate or a southerner it would make 
the blood boil in my veins to have my 
state do as Georgia has done!“

The News in Chicago. 

Cuicaao, August 26.—[Special.])—Even in 
the shadow of The Inter Ocean and The 
Tribune—bitter though they be—there is pity 
for the discarded confederate veterans of Geor- 
gia. 

„They were brave men, and deserved bet- 
ter, said a union general, “but I take it that 
Georgia is now a loyal state, and proposes to 
throw overboard the men who fired on the 
flag. Still I’m sorry for the poor devils. 
Their own people, at least, should not have 
scorned them.“ 

The southerners resident here are dum- 
founded. They had been boasting about the 
fidelity of the south to her traditions. The 
confederate soldier was quite a toast. But 
now that he has appeared before the Georgia 
legislature in the guise of a beggar, 
and has been refused even a hand- 
out, there is mortification and shame, 
It has been proposed by several that the 
Grand Army men should chip in and help 
support Georgia’s veterans, since the state is 
so broken up in finances that she cannot aid 
them. 


The Feeling in Athens, 
ATHENS, Ga., August 26.—[ Special.] News of

Its 
acceptance was a foregone conclusion to many, 
and its defeat the unexpected. It called forth a 
storm of wrath.

BELIEVES IN THE HOME. 

Hon. Felix Corput was in town today, presiding 
over a meeting of the county alliance. He said: 

“I can see no reason why the bill should not 
have passed. From an economical standpoint the 
state could not have lost, and in point of senti- 
ment I think it noble. I certainly think the bill 
should have passed.”’

His great 
heart made him endeavor toconsummate this noble 
effort. His death alone made it doubtful. An 
earnest of its appreciation is the consensus o 
opinion that the peopie of Georgia have that the 
home should be gladly received.

The water they gave was pure spring water, 
and it was delivered at the store or dwelling, 
sparkling and fresh, and that, too, at the =- 
pense of non-resident capital, whose business 
sagacity led them to believe that when com- 
pleted satisfactory dividends would be de- 
olared on their investment. They did not de- 
sire to float bonds on an incompleted plant, 
and for this reason did not offer them until 
late in April, after the money market had be- 
come so unsettled. For this reason they could 
not get what the bonds should bring, hence 
withdrew them from the market. Bills 
for piping and other material began 
falling due, and payment was postponed 
in the hope of being able to float the bonds 
satisfactorily until, it seems, the creditors, 
from hope so often defered, grew afraid, and 
on Monday asked for the appointment of a re- 
ceiver to take charge of affairs. 

Mr. H. C. Burr was made temporary re- 
ceiver, the tinal hearing being set for Satur- 
day. September 5th, before Judge Boynton. 
Messrs. Wilson, Colston & Co., Baltimore, 
the Anniston, Ala., Pipe works, H. C. Burr 
& Bro., and Frank Flynt filed the bill for the 
receiver. 

The liabilities are about ten thousand dol- 
lars as reported now, but there may be other 
amounts reported before the final, hearing. 
There is not a person in Griffin unfriendly to 
this enterprise, and all hope : satisfactory | 
arrangements may be made in a few days and 
all litigation stopped. The assets exceed the 
liabilities, and there is no reason why the 
basis of a settlement should not be soon 
reached, when the facts are ail known.

A Bad Day’s Work. 

Never, within our recollection, has the 
Georgia house of representatives done as 
bad a day’s work as it did yesterday. 
The defeat of the bill providing for 
the acceptance of the Confederate Home 
will send the blush of shame to Geor- 
gians and southerners all over the union. 
We have carefully weighed every argu- 
ment and objection advanced by the 
opponents of the home, and we are 
more than ever confirmed in the opinion 
that their action is utterly without justi- 
fication, defense or excuse. 

In order to remove every possible ob- 
jection, the friends of the bill stripped 
it of all conditions and amended it so 
that it simply provided for the accept- 
ance by the state of the home for the 
benefit of the veterans, leaving the state 
free to sell the property and apply the 
proceeds in the interest of our old 
soldiers, if it should so desire. 

It will be difficult to make the out- 
side world believe it, but even in this 
shape the bill was defeated! 

Now, what construction will the north- 
ern people and strangers generally place 
upon our conduct? Apparently, it 
amounts to saying that Georgia will net 
take care of her veterans under any cir- 
cumstances. She will neither build a 
home for them nor accept one when it 
is tendered as a free gift. Her aged 
and helpless sons who fought her battles 
will not be recognized outside of the 
meager pension already provided. They 
may be alone in the world, and needing 
a shelter, but they shall have no place 
of refuge that is sanctioned by the state. 
The donations for their benefit from 
noble-hearted men and women are thrown 
back to the donors, and the suffering 
heroes who walk the streets of our 
towns without a place to lay their heads 
are told to go to the poorhouse! © 

When Henry Grady wrote that mem- 
orable editorial saying: Come home, 
Major Stewart, and let us take our 
heroes to our own hearts and wear them 
there, never to be paraded again with 
their limping gait, their poor wounds 
and their shabby raiment through the 
lines of strangers,’’ a sympathetic thrill 
ran through every heart in this broad 
land, and even in the far north there 
Was a spontaneous movement to help 
Georgia build her confederate home. All 
over the south and throughout the. union 
people were blessing Georgia, and, other 
southern states, spurred by the impulse 
of the hour, lost no time in providing 
homes for their soldiers, 

The Georgia home was built, as Mr. 
Grady had predicted. It was erected, 
equipped and paid for by generous hearts 
and hands, and offered to the state, only 
to be—rejected! , 


Whether it is to be run as a soldiers“ 


home or sold for their benefit makes no 
difference to Georgia. She refuses to 
take it or touch it or derive any benefit 
from it in any shape for her needy 
veterans! 

Any patriotism in that? Any economy, 
or common sense, or ehivalry? It is 
almost too humiliating to discuss. After 
pledging ourselves to take care of the 

men who stood between our firesides and 
an invading foe, we have now cast them 
off without the slightest excuse. We 
have been respected abroad, even by our 
enemies, as a high-minded, generous 
people, full of pride and energy—a prog- 
ressive and prosperous people, true as 
steel to our friends—grateful to our de- 
fenders and eager to care for them with- 
out the aid of a dollar from _ strangers. 
This has been our reputation, but what 
is it now?

Our Greatest Problem. 

A writer in The Boston Globe hits the 
nail on the head when he says that our 
greatest governmental problem is this: 
„What shall this great nation with its 
rapidly increasing population and production 
do for a currency in the future?“ 

If we accept Secretary Windom’s last 
estimate—a per capita circulation of $24—it 
must be admitted that it is not enough to 
meet the demands of our rapidly expanding 
volume of business, Then, when we con- 
sider the fact that our population doubles 
every twenty-five years, it will be seen that 
it will be an impossibility on a gold basis to 
make the supply of gold keep pace with 
population. If we have the bimetallic 
standard, the production of the two metals 
will not double as the population doubles. 

The fact is, the specie basis even now is a 
mere fiction. We now have only one dollar 
of gold reserve for every $3.40 in greenbacks, 
Practically, we are floating a lot of fiat 
money, It will be impossible ever to have 
a dollar in coin for every dollar in paper. 

It is time to consider this problem and 
reach some conclusion. The peqple want 
good paper money and plenty of it. There 
will never be dollar for dollar in specie back 
of it, and probably never one dollar in specie 
for three in paper. But we must have our 
paper based upon something. What shall 
it be? 


The Ohio Campaign. 

One of the theories of the meney sharks 
and mugwumps of the north and east is to 
the effect that if Governor Campbell can be 
beaten in Ohio this fall, there will be a 
panic among the silver democrats which will 
lead to a walk-over for Mr. Cleveland when 
the democratic convention meets. To that 
end the money power has joined hands with 
the republicans, and the result of this com- 
bination will be the most desperate cam- 
paign that Ohio has ever seen, 

It is impossible to say what the outcome 
will be. The democrats are handicaped by 
the illness of Governor Campbell, which 
may prove to be a serious feature of the 
campaign, and they will have to depend 
entirely on the merits of their cause, The 
republicans, on the other hand, have all the 
boodle that is necessary to a campaign of 


corruption. 
The democrats may suffer defeat, but the 


party will not thereby be thrown intoa 
panic on the silver question. In order to 
hold the organization together in the south 
and west, there will have to be a free silver 
plank in the national platform, and we 
think that when the convention meets there 
will be practical unanimity on that point. 

But how will the defeat of the democrats 
in Ohio help the chances of Mr. Cleveland’s 
nomination? This is a problem that grows 
darker and deeper the more it is examined. 
The overwhelming majority of the demo- 
cratic party is in favor of the free coinage of 
silver, and that majority will remember at 
the proper time what part Mr. Cleveland’s 
utterances on the silver question played in 
the Ohio campaign. Even now McKinley 
is reading from the stump the anti-silver 
letter which Mr. Cleveland wrote to A. J. 
Warner in 1885, and the letter he wrote to 
the Cooper Union meeting this year. 

By means of these letters Mr. McKinley 
is able to inform the democrats of Ohio, on 
the authority of a democratic ex-president, 
that the silver views enunciated in their 
platform are calculated to bring ruin and 
disaster on the country. 

Do the money sharks and mugwumps 
think that this is calculated to give Mr. 
Cleveland a walk-over in the national con- 
vention ? 


Education and Labor. 

Recent inquiries throughout the south 
have brought out from the majority of the 
employers interviewed an expression of 
opinion to the effect that education has in- 
jured the negro as a common laboter. 

It would not be difficult to get a similar 
expression of opinion in regard to the effect 
of education upon common, unskilled white 
labor. As Mr. Ingalls put it, the other day, 
education increases a poor mams wants and 
aspirations without increasing his oppor- 
tunities for gratifying them. Taking this 
view of the situation, what will be the 
probable outcome? The great movement of 
free, public education is bound to go on. 
Nothing can stop it. We have our faces set 
in that direction and we are going on to the 
end. Weare going to tax the rich for the 
education of the poor—tax the bachelor for 
the education of his neighbor’s children— 
tax the white man for the education of the 
black man—tax the man who is opposed to 
public education, and, more than all, we are 
going to take the matter of education en- 
tirely out of the hands of the parent, and 
give it to the state, and finally make it com- 
pulsory. This is thealdrift of the whole 
business. In the course of another genera- 
tion we may reasonably expeet to see mill- 
ions of whites and blacks disdaining com- 
mon labor, and all engaged in a hunt for 
light and genteel employment at high wages, 
Hosts of these will necessarily be disap- 
pointed, and then what will be the result? 
Will these dissatisfied, ambitious men with 
empty pockets and empty stomachs meekly 
lie down and die like good, law-abiding citi- 
zens, or will they prey on society for their 
bread? 7 

When we state the case : in this shape, 
somebody will be quick to ask in a nervous 
flurry if we are opposed to public education. 
By no means. But it strikes us that our 
present system will have to undergo a 
change. Our children must be taught that 
labor is honorable, and that the man who 
does common and necessary work with his 
hands is just as much to be respected as the 
man whese head-work earns him a living.. 
We must teach our children that the man 
who wears homespun and toils on a little 
farm, with only a few dollars in his pocket 
at the end of the year, is the equal of the 
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see that all of our educated young men can- 
not be members of the professions, or states- 
men, or merehants, or clerks. They must 
get their buead by hard labor. 

How to educate the common laborer with- 
out injuring him is the problem, A better 
practical education than we have been giving 
him is the solution. And it must be an edu- 
cation that will make him contented with 
hard work and small returns. It must be 
an economic and a moral education. Now, 
how are we to go about it?

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„o INSPECTORS ENJOINED 
BY THE COURT. 


NAsuvituz, Tenn., August 26.—[Special.]— 
The state board of prison inspectors have deen 
restrained from enforcing their order for the 
removal of the convicts from Briceville, Tenn. 

Judge McAlister granted an injunction this 

morning to that effect, but refused to enjoin 
the inspectors from enforcing the order that 
the convicts shall not be worked in the mines, 
on the ground that the mines are not in the 
condition required by law. 
Mr. J. E. Goodwin, lessee of the convicts 
at Briceville, said to your correspondent this 
afternoon that he would go to Briceville to- 
night and immediately have the mines put 
info the condition required by law, and when 
this is done, there can, of course, be no other 
legal reason for their removal. 

The ground upon which the inspectors ordered 
the removal was that there was only one open- 
ing to the mine; that it was filled with foul 
air, and had no means of ventilation; that 
convicts had to work in several inches of 
water, and that the roof was about to fall. 
The lessees charged that this was only a sub- 
terfuge to help the state out of an unpleasant 
situation, and prevent the humiliation of hav- 
ing the law overridden by the free miners, who 
threatened to forcibly remove the convicts, 
even if bloodshed was necessary. The lessee, 
before making application for the injunction, 
formally offered to put the mine in a satisfac- 
tory condition if allowed fifteen days, but the 
board refused te grant his request. If it were 
not that the legislature is to convene next 
Monday to consider the whole penitentiary 
lease question, and the free miners expect re- 
lief at its hand, it is thought that they would 
again forcibly remove the convicts from Brice- 
ville. 


ACCIDENT IN A TUNNEL. 
Men In- 


An Explosion of Gas—Several 
jured. 

Cuicaao, August 26.—One man was fatally 
and seven others seriously burned at an early 
hour this morning by an explosion of gas in 
the new city water tunnel, now being con- 
structed under Lake Michigan. 

Yesterday morning a gang of men working 
about two and one-half miles from the shore 
end struck a vein of quicksand in which was 
a trace of gas. Air compressors were put at 
work of twenty-four pounds to the square inch. 
This was ample to keep back fire damp, but 
was opressive for the workmen, and was last 
night reduced to sixteen pounds. : 

This morning at 1 o’ciock the“electric lights 
got out of order, and Maurice Call was sent in 
to repair them. He carried a torch with him, 
and had approaehed the spot where the gas 
had been leaking, when a tremendous ex- 
plosion occurred. Call was fatally burned and 
seven other men seriously hurt. 


A WOMAN CONCERNED. 


Negroes Finding Out the Virtue of Habeas 
Corpus. 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., August 26.—[Special.] 
About four weeks ago Christie Goldson, a 
negro woman, was murdered four miles from 
this city, and her husband, Sandy Goldson, 
and Henry Tyre were arrested forthe murder, 
each accusing the other. At the preliminary 
examination, last Monday, Henry Tyre was 
discharged, ard Henry Goldson was committed 
to jail without bail to await the result of the 
investigation by the grand jury. The principal 
witness against Sandy was Lula Tyre, tlie di- 
vorced wife of the man who was also 
accused of the crime. The friends of Sandy 
instituted habeas corpus proceedings, and the 
application for a writ was heard today before 
Judge Randolph, the prisoner trying to secure 
his release by provingan alabi. After hearing 
twelve or fifteen witnesses, Judge Randolph 
decided to release the prisoner on bond of 
$500 for his appearance to answer any indict- 
ment found bythe grand jury. Bond was 
given and the defendant released. 


NEGRO BOOMERS. ON HAND 


To Claim the Lands When Thrown Open for 
Settlement. 

GUrRRIR, O. T., August 26.—A movement 

is on foot to colonize with negroes the Indian 


lands Which are soon to be thrown open to 


general settlement. It has its origin at 
Langston City, the metropolis of a negro set- 
tlement not far from here. Agents, 850 in 
number, of the Langston Colonization So- 
ciety, are now laboring in the southern states 
to persuade negroes to come to the new coun- 
try. Hundreds of negroes have already gone 
to Langston and have been cared for by col- 
ored friends until the time for invasion ar- 
rives. Many negroes are arriving daily, and 
by the time the lands are proclaimed open to 
settlement, it is believed thousands of colored 
people will have arrived bere. 


TWO GIRLS DROWNED 


While Bathing at Blossburg, Ala.—How It

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., August 26.—At a family 
picnic at Blossburg today, Misses Sallie and 
Claudia Marson, of this city, aged seventeen 
and fifteen, respectively, were drowned while 
bathing.

The Flood Kept the Others Away, but Jerry 
Got In. 
CHARLOTTE, N. C., August 26.—[Special.]— 


This has been alliance day in Charlotte. 


It was the day set for speeches by Colonel 
Polk, Mr. Willetts and Mr. Simpson, and 
though the storms brought about a number of 
discouragements at the start, the farmers 
eventually had a most successful day of it.

Colonel Polk and Mr. Willetts had started 
for Charlotte from Raleigh the previous even- 
ing, but were detained by the washout at Lit- 
tle river. There was nochance for them to 
get here before 4 o’clock this afternoon. The 
farmers were talking glaomily about their bad 
luck, when there came a sudden change over 
the aspect of things. The vestibule train had 
come in from the north in the meantime and 
had landed no less a personage than Mr. Jerry 
Simpson. : he eet 

He had come unannounced to the Central, 
and no one knew who he was until he had put 
his inscription on the register, “Jerry Simp- 
son, Kansas.“ Before he could be assigned to 
a room the farmers were introducing them- 
selves. The news of Jerry’s arrival quickly 
spread and caused great joy among the farm- 
ers. After, perhaps, three-quarters of an hour, 
the band struck up a lively air, which was a 
signal fora general move to the auditorium 
where the speaking was to take place. A com- 
mittee escorted Mr. Sim from the hotel 
to the auditorium, and the crowd followed. 

Mr. Simpson was introduced by Captain T. 
L. Vail, president of the Mecklenburg County 
Alliance. He made a s h thoroughly in 
sympathy with the audidnce, for the cheers 
were not only frequent but tremendous. He 
spoke strongly in favor of a third party. 


THE BATTLE NEAR VALPARAISO. 


A Cablegram Gives Particulars of the Re- 
cent Engagement. 

WasuHIncTton, August 26.—A cablegram 
from Valparaiso dated August 24th, instant, 
has today been received in this city, of which 
the following is a translation: | | 

The insurgents succeeded in landing 10,000 
soldiers at the bay of Quinteros, north of Val- 
paraiso, where they started along the shore to- 
ward Valparaiso under the protection of six 
of their men-of-war and eight armed trans- 
ports, besides all the boats of their fleet, pro- 
vided with mitrailleuses, endeavoring to sur- 
prise the city by a rear attack. 

„A government force of 5,000 men was im- 
mediately detached from Valparaiso and suc- 
ceeded in delaying the crossing of the Acon- 
cagua river near its mouth, while 
a sufficient number of troops were 
moving by rail to protect Valparaiso and o 
pose the insurgents by at least fifteen thousand, 
with the prospect. of a further increase of 
forces from other quarters. The government 


‘forces succeeded in stopping the insurgents 


for forty hours with a loss to the enemy of 
about three thousand of their choicest men, 
notwithstanding the fire.of the insurgent fleet, 
besides that of the land force. | 

This operation enabled the government to 
select the best positions for their 12,000 arriv- 
ing troops, although this advantage cost the 
loss of half the number of a gallant division 
of 5,000 men, which contested the march of 
the rebels and their crossing Aconcagua river. 
The rebel fleet has been kept at bay by the 
fire of Fort Andes, and the insurgent forces 
are deprived of the expected protection of 
their men-of-war, while the government forces 


are constantly receiving reinforcements from 


the interior. New rebel forces will be found 
at every moment without any possible way of 
retreat. Such is their situat on.

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Road Suffer Great Damage From the 
Floods—Bridges Swept Away. 


Mitueparvitte, Ga. August 26.—[Spe- 
cial.J—A dozen washouts, several miles of 
railway track and a number of bridges swept 
away, a hundred thousand dollars damage to 
crops and untold injury to commerce and 
travel, is the record of last night’s flood in this 
country and section. 

About 5 o’clock yesterday evening the rain 

to fall, and for five hours it came down 
in solid sheets. All of the streams rose with 
unprecedented rapidity, while their currents 
were unusually swift and strong. 
THE GREATEST EVER KNOWN. 

The losses sustained by the railroads in this 
section are greater than have been known be- 
fore in many years. Bridges, trestles and 
embankments that have defied the storms and 
floods of a quarter of a century were knocked 
from their abutments, to join the destructive 
procession below. The heavy trestles on the 
Georgia road over Fishing creek, this side of 
Brown’s Crossing, were swept away last night, 
and, striking the wagon bridge on the Macon 
road ten miles below, carried that with it. 

THE CITY BRIDGE SWEPT AWAY. 

Three wiles below it struck the splendid 
city bridge between here and the asylum, 
sweeping that away and crumbling the rock 
pillars. One instant later it struck the new 
dummy line bridge and wrecked that. 

Two or three other washouts are reported 
between here and Macon, and nearly a mile of 
track land embankment were swept away 
four or five miles west of this city. Several 
washouts are reported on the same road over 
about Sparta, while no information has been 
received of the condition between here and 


there. 


ON THE CENTRAL ROAD. 
On the Central road the trestle over Buck 
creek, near Meriwether, is gone, as is also the 
one over Camp creek, below here. It is re- 


ported that a mile of track in Grantland 


swamp, between here and Whiting, has been 
swept entirely away. The Oconee river is 
gradually rising, though the smaller streams 
have occasioned the most disastrous losses. 
There have been no trains or mail here since 
yesterday afternoon, and it is likely that there 
will be none for several days. 
THE LOSSES TO CROPS. 

The losses to crops from the floods will be 
great. The highland crops will be greatly 
damaged from wind and flood, while those in 
the lowlands are ruined. Hundreds of acres 
that gave promise of splendid yields will bea 
total loss, and/the fairest hopes of hundreds of 
confident farmers are swept away in the floods.

“Have you ever considered what govern- 
ment ownership of railroads means? It 
means an army of a million of men in every 
section of the country, subject to the dictation 
of the president of the United States. How 
long would your liberties last. How 
long would your institutions last? Are you 
ready tosee your executive clothed with the 
power to subvert your institutions? 

A Reply to Tom Watson. 

“At the capitol the other night I listened 
with surprise to a distinguished gentleman 
whom the people of the tenth district have 
elected to congress. I heard that man pro- 
claim that the only remedy was government 
ownership of railroads, and passing from that 
he said: They own it in Denmark (it is 
a kingdom), they own it in Norway (it 
is a kingdom), they own them in 
Germany, the best governed country in the 
world’—Germany, where there is a young 
man thirty-five years of age who dictates ab- 
solutely the policy of the people and speaks of 
them as ‘mine,’ as a master spoke to the 
slaves who worked in the field. Are we in 
America to listen to the doctrine that Germany 
isthe best governed countryon earth? It 
owns its railroads. Perhaps to the dazzling 
imagination of that distinguished gentleman, 
there dawned theidea that he might ursurp 
the place of older and, wiser heads and be- 
come the leader of this great people’s move- 
ment, until, carrying him on to success, it 
had landed him in the white house, and then 
with his army of a million railroad employes, 
he could sit down a leader indeed, and talk of 
‘my people,’ and perpetuate his power forever. 
Are Georgians ready yet for that?“ 

Mr. Calhoun defended combination. ‘You 
believe in it in your order, said he; let's see 
what your leaders have said on this subject.” 
Here ce quoted again from the circular as fol- 
lows: 

Under a good system of government control, by 
a competent commission vr otherwise; combina- 
tions between railway corporations, whether con- 
tinuous or so-called competing lines, ceases to be 
a matter of concern, because they can, in fact, be 
better controlled in a few bands and with few 
conflicting interests than with many. Let the 
control be wise, just and conservative, but em- 
cient and certain. 

„If I believe in railroad combinations,”’ said 
he, haven't I got a pretty good textbook to 
get it from?“ 

Again he quoted: 

The above summed up is: Railways are monopo- 
lies. As monopolses they must be under efficient 
government control. Thecry of competition be- 
tween railroads isa delusion calculated to de- 
cerye and injure the farmer. Under efficient 

overnment control combinations are not to be 
dreaded, and railway combinations cannot be 
combinations calculated to obstruct or suppress 
competition, because there isno such thing as 
railway competition. a 

„This is just as d alliance doctrine as the 
subtreasury. If I preach that, haven't I got 
aright to ride with Livingston, and has not 
Livingston got a right to ride with me?

This was received with a roar of laughter 
and applause. 

After some further discussion of the sub- 
treasury plan, Colonel Livingston said: 

„I invite every man in Georgia to come and 
help us. If you area railroad man and can 
stand on our platform, God bless you, come 
and join us. If you are a merchant, come and 
join us. If you are a lawyer or a doctor come 
and help us.“ 

He then said that Kansas and the whole 
northwest were firmly convinced that govern- 
ment ownership of railroada wasthe remedy 
for abuses of monopoly. When we talked to 
them about competition they laughed at us. 
They were well read and knew better. Why, 
Livingston,“ said one of them, if you had 
forty-seven railroads in Georgia and each 
owned by a separate corporation you could not 
make one railroad compete with another unless 
they wanted to do it. They could form a 
traffic association or combination if you please. 
But we can do one thing. We can make a 
commission control them, fix rates and say 
what kind of depots and 1 vou should 
have and see that they did not discriminate 
Gainesville ‘in favor of 
Atlanta.

THE NEW YORK STOCK MARKET 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, August 26.—The stock market was 
» again active and strong today, making substantial 
progress toward higher figures in all portions of the 
jist, with at times buoyant tone to the dealings. The 
feature of the last two days’ dealings has been evident 
disposition to take up the most promising of low- 
priced shares, and while a few of those have been 
forced to higher figures than times warrant, all have 
been placed apparently upon à permanently higher 
level. The money situation seems to be secure as far 
as can be foreseen, and with surplus now in banks 
and disbursements of government, including pay- 
ment for 4% per cents to be redeemed, there is little 
likelihood of a squeeze in money for some time to 
come. In today’s market, however, Grangers were 
again in first place as far as activity goes, and realiza- 
tions assumed large proportions, induced by high 
figures to which they had attained, while the efforts of 
the bears to force a reaction of substantial proportions 
aided in weakening the entire list during the ajlter- 
noon. Foreign purchases were the feature of the fore- 
noon’s business, and while realizations were even then 
heavy, the impression made upon prices was measured 
by small fractions only, anda full and free recovery 
took place under an urgent demand for stocks. Lon- 
don prices this morning were materially better than 
ours of last evening, and the early demand made an ac- 
tive and decidedly strong opening, and while the pres- 
eure to sell was sufficient to force a reaction to a leve 
of the opening figures, prices could not be kept down, 
and later marked advances were made in some stocks. 
Union Pacific was conspicuous for its steady strength 
throughout the day. Realizations were heavier in 
corn roads, and as Chicago people are engaged in a 
great grain deal at present, Grangers are left more to 
themselves than of late, and therefore suffered more 
bear pressure than the remainder of the list. Lacka- 
wana, owingto uncertainty of the outcome of tomor- 
row’s meeting, dropped away 1 per cent, but Gould stocks 
were remarkably strong, and not only Missouri Pacific 
but Wabash preferred showed material gains through 
the day. Among the low-priced shares there was a 
setback in Minneapolis and St. Louis shares, but 
Chesapeake and Ohio and some other specialities 
scored large gains on comparatively large transac- 
tions for those stocks. The demand especially for 
foreigners fell away when well into the afternoon, and 
prices dropped, many stocks losing nearly all the 
early gain, and in some cases even something in addi- 
tion. The final dealings, however, again developed 
considerable strength in the list and the market finally 
closed fairly active and firm at only slight changes 
for the day in most cases, while Union Pacific is up

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain aud Provisions. 


CHICAGO, August 26.—The speculative markets on 
change today acted irregularly, with grain averaging 
weaker and provisions firmer. Trading was fairly 
active, and the local feeling in corn and wheat bearish, 
but easily started on receipt of any bullish news 
Lower cables from Liverpool and weak domestic mar- 
kets, together with a nervous fear of immense receipts, 
were the weakening factors, and caused a weak and 
lower opening for wheat. December started at $1.04\4 
and $1.04%, and sold off to $1.0444. New York was 
credited with being liberal seller, as has also north- 
west, in anticipation of bad deliveries inthat quarter. 
Offers were readily absorbed, however, and early sel- 
lers were soon fighting to get back wheat they had 
parted with, and giving 'the bulls a chance to get in 
their work. Some bull news was circulated, and the 
market soon began to display much strength, and 
December finally improved 1½, selling up to 61.05. 
Then December broke and fell to 51.04%, a nervous 
feeling being apparent on the part of traders who are 
apprehensive over the effect ofimpending large deliv- 
eries of grain in the nerthwest. Another cold wave 
was reported from the northwest, with the mercury 
hovering near the frost line. Wheat again had a bulge, 
December selling up to $1.05%, off to and closing at 
$1.04 44. 

The action in corn today was almost a repetition of 
yesterday, though on a smaller scale. The clique let 
the crowd sell themselves very short, then supplied 
their necessities at higher prices. The market was 
quiet and easy during the first hour in anticipation of 
big receipts and the fact that today’s arrivals exceeded 
the estimate, being 726 cars, and the lack of stimulat- 
ing news and frost talk were the weak features. Sep- 
tember started at 63 e and October at 59'5c. October 
sold down to 5875 early. rallied and held steady until 
later on, when the sudden jump in wheat caused a 
scare, among corn shorts, and September made a quick 
spurt to 66c, and October went up to 604 e. The clique 
then began to sell, and there was a rapid break to 6440 
for September and 59c for October.
